Kveiy hour the companies are 
iiow rlMkin^' tho>(> Imhiliiii's in ad'lition t" 
the poi«.,ihle errorit tiiat may reitiill dii»- 
aatroiisly to ouiuiuercial men. Tbo niantes 
of the people are in tteli iynpailiv with the 
operatora, for aororal roaaona. Firal, there 
is tbo growing fooling of oppooition to 
monopolies generally, of which 
the Weetem Union is among the 
moRt objectionable. Seoond, tiie 
work of the operator, especially in centra; 
offices, is moHl laborious nnd taxing iipMi, 
the vital furceM. Not only in the M>nse o: 
hearing liept continiiou!<ly on the aU-rt 
hour by hour without intermisHion, l>ut 
thought must he (diitiiiiiously coacentrateil 
upoit one nieHsage after another that no 
mistakes niay occur. Third, it is known 
that the earnings tt tbo Weetem Union 
partisularly have been 1mi% aad that a 
vyslamatie tadnotioa af sauuiss has boon 
made whenovor ' opportunity has oflbred. 
And lastly, larga numbers favor strikes on 
general prinoiplea of political eoononiyTOr- 
derly ('oiiiliicted, many look upon them au a 
sort of natety valve aicainsl what, if pent up. 
would result in ruiiioim explosion, lo-wii 
the capiiiil and labor coiitlict. These lioM 
it to be the uiiijuo-itioued Ics-ou of lii^tory 
that capital is inherently aggrexsive, and 
spurred on by competition it would crush 
out all stvall undertakings, trample on in- 
dividual righlP and roduoe brain and 
Biuwio below the status now lisld bj those 
eommodltles In Biiropo. 

Niw Yonn, JuIt '/O.— The strikers yes- 
terday afternoon neld a meeting at No. M 
Horatio street. It was 1 o'clock when the 
ball of the building was flllod, and five 
iiiinutes past tiiat the meotint; was calle'l 
lo order by Chairman John .Mitchell. The 
ball wiiH iiiili(:bted, and its 8enii-darkn>-«i< 
was relieved only by the light coming in 
the windows at the rear. When every- 
thing was ready Mr. Mitchell iuiro<luued 
Mr. II, C. Traphagen, who referred to the 
faot that Prasidsnt T. V. Powderiy, of the 
Oeneral iMMtlva Ooamittoe of the 
Knigbu of Labor, was prssont. As Mr. 
Traphagen oonelndsd, a man was heard in- 
quiring if the operators would stand by the 
linemen, and the response, half drowned 
with cheers, was "always." Mr. .Miichuil 
read a dispatch from Chicago, staling 700,- 
OUO mcu of other trades and profesnious had 
agreed tu stand by the operators and fur- 
nish money if wanted. 

A reply messag thanking the wage 
workers was read. Mr. Jas. Campbell, of 
the Olass-blowers Aasooiation of Pittsburg, 
said the men wht eontroUed the monopo- 
Uss of this oovatrir tooBtad Um blask flag 
of slaverr. Keberl W. PHoa, a miner of 
Maryland, gate Us Utas of making a 
striks, and eouasellsd tka asan to stand 
firm. Cheers wsro given as fifty mw mem* 
bers Joined the Brotherhood. 

The Cbairiuan read a letter from Thus. A. 
Edison; "Bend word if telegraphers 
want money. If they do, eall oa me." 
Aoothor letter from a broker tendering his 



financial support, was read. 

Mr. Seymour said he had received a let- 
ter from George H. Ellary, exoPresident of 
the Franklin Comjpany, who sent word the 
tslegraphers oould ybtala any anoatt of 
money by sending to kim. 

1 telegram fi>om Chicago was read, 'say* 
ing the the:\tro8 were giving nightly and 
daily perlorinances in aid of the telegraph 
strikers, and that tho merchants of St. 
Louis were subscribing money that was be- 
ing received by the tit. LoulS PMWDlspatok 
in aid of the operators. 

Mr. P. J. Morris then spoke, caution- 
ing the men against intoxieating liqiiort.

At the Mutual Union oflloe they have 
one- first class operator at work, and are 
doing business with great delay. One of 
the Mutual Union wires has been leased to 
P. H. Hurt it Co., on Fourth street, and 
other stock brokers here and in New York 
for their exclusive use between Cincinnati 
and New York during the strike. It will 
be operated by men furnished by the 
brokers, and they will have their office 
hers at No. 60 West Third street. Manv 
gar Lawler aompllments tks striking op- 
erators highly and says ka doaa BOt b*. 
lieve they ean get a better aat of men. 
Chas. Kahn, Jr., J. W. Miller, F. A. Arm- 
strong and other grain and provision 
brokers have gone to Chicago to avoid tho 
delay by telegraph, in disposing of leng 
deals, fearing a filling market. 

Financial aid has been tendered tho 
sel'ikers by a number uf Third street 
brokers. Their reasons for such a course 
are that Ib «Mt the oompauT gains its 
point so maaj msB wiil^uit tks

The Weetem Union offieials bavs about 
100 operators at work. They also said the 
service was going on witk but little dolam 

A toward of $<'>0t> la posted for the arrest 
and conviction of anyone cutting wires ur 
di'-troying the company's property. 

Tlie feeling among the operators was 
thil the companies had made their be>t 
elh'it in the first fortj-ei)f lit hours, be- 
cause they have been preparing for this 
emergency for weeks, and had |irovided 
themselves with lists of all available oper- 
ators In the neighborhood whom they 
thuugkt oould be called into 
servuie. Thus, as half of these have de- 
clined to work and most of the others are 
incompetent, the operators claim to see 
ilioir way clear fnr a satisfactory adinst- 
no lit ill the neiir future. They iiNo claim 
that liie (•■oiipiiiiy havi" no better facilities 
lor procuring ineii than they have tor per- 
simdin^r them to refuse lo work, as they ciiu 
ollei e'.iml inducement. There has been 
no disswision in the ranks, and the rule 
prohibiting their indulging in intoxica ing 
liqiiwra is being rigidly observed. Tlie new 
moinberK are initiated by regular appointed 
I'cinniitiees wheiever they are found. One of 
the arguments of the men Is. that while 
tiie conipani v have a few eapiiali-ts back- 
ing tliein. the operators havs the pledged 
support of 2,tMHI.I)Uii Knights of Lal»ir. and. 
in their opinion, telegraphing will not )ie 
resumed to any exteut until the corf •lUi- 
lioiis have iiinde conce-'sions. They 
also feel saiislied tiiat tiie wmk 
is such tliat the public can not stand 
it long. Oporalors at way stations liave 
iiitoriiied the men that they no- 
tice messages lo take an hour in transmii- 
ting w hich could be sent by a skillful 
operator in ten minutes. 

Tiie branch offices, with one exeeption, 
all closed, and nine out of every ten wha 
were employed in thom are w ith the strk- 
ers. They were tlie worst paid and hard- 
est wor. ed in the idly, and coiisei(!ii'Milv 
look to ilie success of the stride as their 
sal villi in. .

Nkw YoaK, .June 'il. — Krasiiii Wynian, 
ene of the Western Cnion directors, and 
I'resideni of tbeUreat Northwestern Com- 
pany, which controls nearly all the Cana- 
dian linea, said, so far as the Canadian 
*.nss ware eoneemed. aaj sompromiea ar 
loncesaion to tke atrlkars was simply any 
^upossibility. Ib Inetsaas tbair sempoB- 
oation would destroy aU tka profits. This 
was because Parliament regulated the rate 
at which messages were sent in Canada. 
Only twelve offices paid salaries anil those 
»eiuiii the large cit ies. All their other 
employees worked on coniinission. They 
employed about .'j.OtM) men, and only half 
of these were on a strike. The only rea- 
son they struck was because they wer^ 
compelled to join tlie llrotherbood, and tltolr 
co-operatiun was secured by the operators 
in the United Btates in order to prsTsnt 
Importation trom Canada, suck as oesurrad 
in 1870. Tkey kad no |rievance, as tkey 
were paid extra for all Bund ay work, and 
there bad been 'a eonstant insraaas af 
wages, instead of a reduction. 

Ho h.'id also heard that all the afTices 
throughout the dominion are fully manned. 
He did not believe in yielding a single 
point to the strikers. He thought from 
what he had tkat ihs strike would not 
be a success. 

Jay Gould said they did not propose ta 
reoognise any eommittaa from the Brother* 
kood, Md tkat if tke employes sf tks eem> 
pany psralsted in tbair preaent aotloa, 
they would not get a sent. Tkey bad 
already made flsals of themselvssb BBd tbaj 
would reallie it befttre long. 

At the office of the American Rapid 
Telegraph Company, the Superintendent 
said new haiuli were being gradually ob- 
tained, and with their automatic instru- 
ments at work no delay was experienced.

PoTTsvii.i.E, Pa., July 21.— fomo thirty 
odd years ago, when tho Schuylkill iSuiik 
of Philadelpkia failed and ike Bank oi 
Kantuoky assumed its obligations ami 

took Ita aasatS, among other propeny 
whiek passsd into its bands was a ti ac 

known as Lawton's addition to Pottsville. 
In \K>'\ this tract, consisting of seventy- 
eight acres, was purchased by Frances \V. 
Hughes, and laid out in town lots. In 
buying the property Hiighoe gave tvvomori 
gages for parts i«( the purchase money. The 
mortgages were never fully smisfieil 
though tnm time to time Hughes con- 
tinued paying on tbem. There still re- 
mains due, according to the claim of the 
Kentnekv bank, 117,000. /The lots were 
rold, and within the paat twenty-five years 
the tract has become one of the most 
thickly settled portions of the town. Some 
Ato hundred buildings are on the uiiciim- 
bored tract, most uf them being the homes 
of working people. Included in tho num- 
ber are several of the finest residences ami 
three or four industrial establishments. Ten 
streets iraverse the tract, which comprises 
nearly a whole ward. The owners ot ihe^e 
properties have been living in *.be belief 
that their titles were unclouded. The Bank 
of Kentucky, however, has finally become 
urgent for a ssttlement of Its elaim, the 
amount of which Mr. Hugkea disputes, and, 
after frequent postponements of an amica- 
ble adjudication, the bank's attorneys de- 
cided to forclose. The writs were issued 
out of the I'nited .Stales Itiftrict Court by 
Chief Justice Morrison, and are be tig 
serveii by a I>eputy Marsbal oa all the lot 
owners.

Other poriions of the tusk and part of a 
ehin bone were foi<iid 4)"' e reinains lay 
about thirteen feet ben 'cii the niit'ire in a 
deposit ot gravel. I'rol. lUivniin. woo 
exposed the ( Hiditf iii'int fraud, says lloil 
thei-euie llie rtdii s of a ma>lodou t'liicli 
must ha\e been fully toin te-ii leei high, 
ai'd probably wei|^'he<l a thiid more than 
Jumbo. Tlie tiisks. he says, must havs 
been at least eleven feel long. The ani- 
mal lived in 4he post pliocene period of the 
tertiary ago.

000 for this purpose. Had the objaot basB 

to aid iiiilisi.Tiiiiitiately this alasS 
of the atilicted ten times the amount 
would not be sinhcieiil to aii-iwer i he up- 
yicals for a share of tin tutid. This was 
illustrated the other day when the Coni« 
missionars of Charlies and Cunections dia 
trlbutad the appropriation lor this year. 
Only four hunarad and eighty raoelTod 
assistaaca, while tka applicants aama ta 
the coiniiiissiouers' office in throngs, rapr^ 
senting almost every nation, faith and 
creed.

Death of Dr. Howard Farrow. 

Dr. Howard Farrow, who was former'y 
associated with Dr. James isliackletV rd, 
of thia city, died Saturday morning laat 
nt bis father's home, near Fa* row's 
Mills. He was a young physician with 
ft promising future before him, and made 
many friends while rcsidinLr in this city, 
who will be grieved to hear of his death.

Were the same course 
pursued against all violators of the law, 
criminals would be fewer in number, 
crimes le.ss frequent The fate which 
Timberlake has met, and which awaits 
Bulger, should sen'e as a warning to all 
lustful br utes who may b« lurking with- 
in our borders.
